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Strict conditions imposed after raft of complaints 


KEEP NOISE DOWN, 
BANQUET HALL TOLD

A BANQUETING venue at the cen¬ 
tre of a row over loud music and 
customers blocking roads has 
had strict conditions imposed on 
its new licence. 

Bosses from Badshah Palace in Great 
Barr held talks with councillors after resi¬ 
dents raised concerns about events. 

Around 120 
people attended 
a public meeting 
last September 
after problems 
arose when the 
business opened in 
the former Clifton 
Cinema and bingo 
hall two years ago. 

A petition was 
also handed in as 
residents sought 
the support of ward councillors to highlight their con¬ 
cerns after motorists kept parking around residents’ 
drives and blocked the entrance to the nearby Tower 
Hill ambulance station. 

There were also concerns raised about live and 
recorded music being played outside the premises in 
Walsall Road during wedding parties. 

Birmingham City Council’s licensing committee 
has agreed to issue a premises licence under a series 
of strict conditions. These include installing CCTV 
and sending notifications to police when events at¬ 
tracting more than 300 people are expected. 

Monitor 

Event organisers will be told to tell party goers that 
illegal and/or inconsiderate parking will not be toler¬ 
ated. Bosses were also told to get staff to monitor the 
car park and roads for any parking problems. Sound 
levels outside the building when music is being played 
must also be monitored. 

Ward councillor Jon Hunt, in a letter to the licens¬ 
ing committee, said: “Firstly I welcome this licensing 
application which is long overdue. However officers of 
the department will be well aware that the operation 
of this premises since it opened has caused significant 
problems in the community.” Fellow councillor Karen 
Trench wrote: “The owners need to be more proac¬ 
tive about managing the site responsibly so whatever 
licensing can include to encourage them to do this 
would be useful. We hope to work with the owners to 
enable them to be successful and to ensure that they 
are better neighbours.” 

Badshah Palace boss, Mohammed Mamunur 
Rashid, said: “We went through procedures with the 
council and agreed to some terms for the licence. We 
already have good relations with our neighbours, per¬ 
haps there are one or two which we do not, but we 
hope to be able to turn things around now.”

WHEN 34-stone heavy Sean Elms suffered a heart 
attack scare, he knew it was time to drastically 
change his lifestyle. The Wolves fan from Tipton had 
piled on the pounds by enjoying too many greasy fry- 
ups, pies and fizzy pop. 

But it stemmed back to when he was an unhappy 
child at school, which contributed to him over eating 
and gaining weight. 

Ten years ago however, Sean had a heart attack 
scare, which made him change his lifestyle but he 
soon reverted back to his old ways. 

Being close to his two nieces, Sally and Laura 
Walden, he used to enjoy going shopping with the 
pair, but it turned out to be a bad experience as he 
could only walk a short distance before becoming out 
of breath and being forced to stop and rest. 

But finally, the 44-year-old from Highheld Road 
began his weight loss journey in February 2014 


on the referral scheme, which is funded by public 
health, where he weighed in at a whopping 34 stone 
51bs. 

He has dropped clothes sizes from a 7XL and now 
wears a medium to large T-shirt, can walk without 
stopping and last year purchased a mountain bike, 
something he wanted to do all of his adult life, but 
was always too big to fit on one. He now weighs 13 
stone 91bs. 

Sean said: “It’s been an incredible journey and I 
feel really proud of myself, I’m like a rejuvenated 
person. For the first time in my life I feel fantastic 
in my own body, rather than trying to hide away and 
have no confidence whatsoever.”

THE competition watchdog has slammed 
the brakes on the £335 million takeover of 
Grand Central by Bullring owner Hammer- 
son. It is now launching an investigation to 
assess whether the deal, which brings to¬ 
gether Birmingham’s two major shopping 
centres, damages competition. 

Property giant Hammerson, currently 
planning a new retail park on a former 
foundry site in Oldbury, bought Grand Cen¬ 
tral in January from Birmingham Council and 
Network Rail. 
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Three escape unharmed after crash

THREE people escaped injury follow¬ 
ing a smash between two cars and a 
van in Tipton. 

The crash happened just after 10am 
last Wednesday in Powis Avenue. 

An ambulance crew and five fire¬ 
fighters from Tipton Fire Station were 
called. Three people, including an el¬ 
derly man and a child, were checked 
over at the scene. 

They were all able to get out of the 
vehicles themselves before emergency 
services arrived. One passenger was 
taken to Sandwell Hospital as a precau¬ 
tion but was not thought to be badly 


hurt. A blue car involved in the smash 
suffered damage to its passenger side. 

Its front wheel was also left bent at 
an angle after the front end took the 
brunt of the impact. A grey Peugeot 
was seen behind it facing the other way 
after being hit. 

The road was blocked following the 
crash, leading to disruption while ar¬ 
rangements were made for the vehicles 
to be removed. 

Police officers were at the scene man¬ 
aging traffic as investigations into how 
the crash occurred got under way. 

Neil Spencer, West Midlands Fire 


Service spokesman, said: “We received 
a call at 10.07am to attend a three vehi¬ 
cle-traffic collision in Tipton. Everyone 
was out of the vehicles upon our arrival. 

“Precautionary checks were given to 
a elderly man, a adult and a child at the 
scene.” 

Chris Kowalik, West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service spokesman, added that 
one ambulance remained at the scene 
for an hour. 

Firefighters from Tipton station is¬ 
sued a warning to drivers to be care¬ 
ful in the wet conditions following the 
crash. 


£l0m revamp on way 
for council properties 

THOUSANDS of council homes 
across Sandwell will be re¬ 
vamped as part of a new £10 mil¬ 
lion project. 

The work will include improve¬ 
ments to kitchens, bathrooms, central 
heating systems and electrical rewir¬ 
ing as well as new roofs and windows. 

Finance bosses at the council - which is 
facing up to crippling Government cuts - 
have pledged to invest around £10 million 
into council housing this year. 

This is on top of £60m spent in recent 
years to refurbish around 4,500 properties. 

Thousands more will be updated around 
the borough during the next 12 months. 

More than £20m will also be spent on 
building dozens of new homes and buy¬ 
ing properties on new developments from 
house builders. 

Deputy leader Councillor Steve Eling 
said: “In Sandwell we have a housing turn¬ 
over of a couple of thousand a year, and 
there continues to be a high demand for 
council housing, as a lot of people aspire 
to be a tenant due to rent prices being af¬ 
fordable. 

Investment 

“We have our own investment pro¬ 
grammes and the council has already de¬ 
livered upon its promise, an example being 
the three tower blocks built on Windmill 
Lane. Other plans for new houses to be 
built are all part of this package and we will 
look to further refurbish a number of other 
high rise blocks. 

“Although the Government are squeez¬ 
ing the housing account, it is still very 
important in Sandwell that we continue 
to invest and build new council properties 
alongside attracting new housing devel¬ 
opers. Our strategy is a critical part of in¬ 
vestment for the long-term, we have new 
developments every year and will continue 
to invest.” 

It was reported in January that more 
than 6,000 people are currently on the 
council house waiting list for Sandwell, 
with 36 having been on the list for more 
than a decade. 

Figures obtained through a Freedom of 
Information request show 1,455 of these 
have been waiting for more than a year to 
be housed - 1,888 for more than two years 
and 297 for more than five years. 


1941 bomb raids memorial unveiled

A PLAQUE commemorating peo¬ 
ple who lost their lives during 
bombings in the Black Country in 
1941 has been unveiled. 

It features 11 names and a short 
tribute, and is on the pillar of the 
gates at the entrance to George 
Rose Park in Darlaston. It cost 
£1,400 to make, four months to 
produce and was funded by Walsall 
Council after being arranged by 
councillors Chris and Paul Bott. 

The fateful raids took place on 
June 5, 1941 on the Rough Hay 


Estate on Lowe Avenue. A homage 
on the plaque reads: “In memory 
of those civilians, all residents of 
Lowe Avenue, who lost their lives 
on 5th June in the fatal air raid on 
Darlaston in 1941.” 

Councillor Paul Bott said he 
chose George Rose park as those 
who died in the bombings would 
certainly have been visitors. He 
said: “I was born on the Rough Hay 
estate and for years people have al¬ 
ways talked about the bombings. 
Chris secured the funding for the 


plaque and got the names on the 
plaque and I felt it was a good idea 
to put the plaque on the pillars of 
George Rose Park. We would like 
to thank the Bilston British Legion 
who provided the standard bearers. 

“Last year was 75 years since the 
Second World War and this memo¬ 
rial was badly needed.” 

The memorial was unveiled 
on Saturday morning by Percy 
Humpage Junior and Edna Rich¬ 
ards, whose father Percy Humpage 
helped rescue people in the raids. 


Crunch talks 
over traffic 
ban scheme 
for centre 

CAMPAIGNERS are set for showdown 
talks over plans to ban cars and taxis 
from using a road through West Brom¬ 
wich. 

A consultation has been held over a 
bus and cycle only route along a section 
of New Street alongside the New Square 
shopping centre and Sandwell College’s 
Central Sixth campus. 

They claim the move would improve 
safety for people including shoppers and 
students who use the town centre. It 
would mean a 130ft section of the road 
would become a bus and cycle only zone. 

Under the proposed order, other ve¬ 
hicles - including private hire vehicles, 
disabled drivers and service vehicles - 
would still be able to access each side of 
the square. 

But they would not be able to travel 
through the section immediately along¬ 
side the sixth form college. The plan has 
faced opposition from Sandwell Taxi As¬ 
sociation. 

Members say if the plans come to 
fruition it would stop them picking up 
passengers close to the busy shopping 
centre and college campus. Following 
concerns the council vowed to revisit the 
plans during the consultation. 

Onkar Basra, member of Sandwell 
Taxi Association, said: “It would hit our 
trade if it happened. We hope they will 
listen.” 

Councillor Maria Crompton, who is in 
charge of roads in the borough, said the 
council wanted to make safety its ‘top 
priority’ and would look to enforce the 
ban using CCTV. 

Building society's 
profits on the up 

THE Tipton and Coseley Building Soci¬ 
ety enjoyed increased profits last year as 
mortgage lending was also increased. 

Its net profit rose by more than four 
per cent in 2015 to £2.31 million from

With a 
range of competitive mortgage products 
we remain positive of a similarly upbeat 
performance during 2016.”

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Mother bit 
off part of 
finger after 
row erupted 

A MOTHER who bit off part of a 
man’s finger in a booze-fuelled row 
has been jailed for nine years. 

Vicious Lisa Pace used broken 
crockery to wound Sean Coates who 
she accused of making a statement to 
police about another matter. 

The 34-year-old from Tipton then 
stubbed a cigarette out on his face and 
bit off part of his index finger in the 
row at the flat she shared with Ter¬ 
rance Freeman, aged 44. 

The mother-of-two, of Slater Street, 
denied inflicting grievous bodily harm 
with intent and assault occasioning 
actual bodily harm but was convicted 
after a trial. 

Freeman also denied a charge of as¬ 
sault occasioning actual bodily harm 
and was convicted by a jury. He was 
jailed for 18 months but was expected 
to be released almost immediately 
having served 12 months on remand. 

Judge Stephen Eyre QC said to 
Pace: “You attacked him with broken 
crockery and a broken teapot, which 
you used to cause wounds to his head 
and leg. He was sitting on the settee 
unable to offer any resistance. 

Wounds 

“You stubbed a cigarette out on his 
nose and bit his index finger. It was a 
long, vicious, prolonged attack. 

“He suffered wounds to his head, 
leg, face, nose and the severance of 
a finger. This was a sustained attack 
on a victim in a position of weakness. 
It took place in the context of drink 
and over the giving of a statement to 
police.” 

Birmingham Crown Court heard 
the three had been drinking at Pace 
and Freeman’s flat on February 27 
last year. 

Mr Coates was visiting Freeman 
who had been ill. However, a row 
erupted over whether Mr Coates had 
retracted a statement he had given to 
police in other criminal proceedings. 

Pace and Freeman punched and 
kicked their victim causing minor in¬ 
juries. After that first attack ended, 
Pace began her bloody assault. 

Inquest opens 
on canal death 

A WOMAN’S body was found in a 
canal in Smethwick after clothing be¬ 
came caught in a boat’s propeller, an 
inquest heard. 

Shareen Liaqat, aged 20, of Legge 
Street in West Bromwich, was discov¬ 
ered on January 27. 

Detective Inspector James Munro 
told the opening of an inquest at 
Smethwick Council House that of¬ 
ficers carried out searches of the canal 
near Smethwick Galton Bridge but 
had to return the next morning due to 
darkness making searching difficult. 

At 3.26pm, police received a call 
from a canal worker who had found 
clothing in the propeller of his boat. 

Black Country coroner Mr Zafar 
Siddique adjourned the inquest for a 
full hearing on April 14. 


Family of victim in appeal for witnesses

THIS shocking picture of a teenager left for 
dead in a suspected hit-and-run has been 
released by his family as they appeal for 
more witnesses to come forward. 

Declan Osborne was knocked off his 
moped and suffered ‘life-changing’ injuries 
in the incident in Blackheath just 30 sec¬ 
onds away from his home. 

As he emerged from a critical condition, 
16-year-old Declan’s older sister Nicole 
spoke of the family’s struggle since the in¬ 
cident. His helmet fell off after the impact 
of the smash and Declan sustained injuries 
which surgeons are unable to operate on. 
The teenager faces a huge recovery effort, 
but his family have been warned he may 


never get back to how he was. Nicole, 26, 
said: “Declan sustained a lot of blows to the 
head and had a major bleed on the brain. 
When the brain surgeon came to see us he 
said what happened was the worst thing as 
they can’t operate on the brain.“But I am 
just thankful that he’s still here, as it could 
have been fatal.” 

Albion fan Declan, who attends Ormiston 
Forge Academy in Cradley Heath, suffered 
a broken collarbone, cheekbone, ankle and 
multiple facial fractures in the collision. 

The driver of the Honda Civic allegedly 
fled the scene near Mackmillan Road after 
the incident on January 30. Declan lives in 
nearby Central Avenue. Nicole has urged 


any members of the public to come forward 
with information - and paid tribute to the 
backing of his community as she launched 
a fundraising push. 

They have started a fundraising page to 
donate cash to the Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal in Birmingham who treated Declan. 

A 24-year-old man was arrested in con¬ 
nection with the offence and later released 
on police bail while investigations continue.

Jobs in the balance for 
500 Npower workers 


THE jobs of around 500 Npower 
employees in the Black Country 
hang in the balance after the energy 
giant confirmed it was axing more 
than one in five of its UK workforce. 

The company’s plans, which come 
amid heavy financial losses, have been 
described as a ‘devastating blow’ to its 
workers. 

Npower, owned by German group RWE, 
ended days of speculation this week by con¬ 
firming that its 11,500 strong workforce will 
be reduced by 2,500. 

Bosses will not say where the axe will fall, 
saying instead they will consult with unions 
and workers first. 

It employs around 500 people at its Birch 
House offices in Oldbury. 

The job cuts will affect a mixture of direct 
and indirectly employed staff, including some 
in the Midlands, but are not ‘site specific’. 

Npower confirmed the closure of an office 
in Burton-upon-Trent, which employs around 
200 staff. There will be no job cuts at the firm’s 
power stations 

Devastating 

A statement said: “Npower takes its respon¬ 
sibilities to its employees seriously and will 
consult fully with affected employees and with 
unions.” 

Unison general secretary Dave Prentis said: 
“These huge job losses will come as a devastat¬ 
ing blow.” 

Workers in Oldbury have already survived 
one major jobs cull. Two years ago, 250 of their 
colleagues lost their jobs when npower closed 
its Birchfield House and Quayside House of¬ 
fices in the town. 

That was part of a major redundancy pro¬ 
gramme that saw 1,500 jobs cut across the UK, 
including the closure of npower’s major office 
at Fenton in Stoke and an office in Attwood 
Road, Burntwood. And just a year before, the 
company had closed its high street office build¬ 
ing in Kingswinford 

At the time it blamed falling energy prices 
in Europe for the move, which saw it exporting 
office jobs overseas to call centres in India. 

RWE, the German group that owns npower, 
has previously warned that npower is losing 
money and customers. With 4.9 million cus¬ 
tomers it is one of the UK’s ‘Big Six’ energy 
suppliers.

Canals

THE ‘Clean for the Queen’ 
campaign is well underway 
in Sandwell as bands of vol¬ 
unteers partnered up with 
the council to remove rub¬ 
bish along a canal network.

a sections of canal towpaths 
and embankments blighted 
by litter louts and fly tip¬ 
pers. 

The groups, armed with 
litter pickers, collected more 
than 100 bags of rubbish, 
which will now be recycled 
or sent to landfill. 

Canal areas which were 
cleaned on Friday March 4 
were the canal off Birchfield 
Way, Yew Tree Estate, from 
11.30 to 2pm by Lovell, the 
canal off Phoenix Street 
to Cleton Street in Tipton, 
from 9.30am to 4pm by 
VINCI Facilities and the 
canal off Brasshouse Lane, 
Smethwick, from 11.30 to 
2pm by Wates Living Space.

New school on schedule for term start 


A NEW secondary school in Sandwell 
is in the last few months of its con¬ 
struction, with it scheduled to open 
its doors to pupils in September 
2016. 

Q3 Academy Langley is the first

With the White 
House on his horizon and not an iota of 
experience in politics, he is frightened to 
death of becoming president and needs all 
the friends he can find. 

THE Alliance of British Drivers claims 
speed cameras have failed to deliver “gen¬ 
uine reductions in road-accident rates” 
and are “a monumental waste of a very 
great deal of money.”

Extra station spaces 
to relieve congestion

TIPTON train station’s car 
park could more than dou¬ 
ble in size under new plans. 

An extra 107 parking spaces 
would be created as part of the 
major extension designed to ease 
congestion on nearby roads. 

Improvements to the park and 
ride bus terminal also form part of 
the proposals which are to be lodged 
with Sandwell Council by transport 
operators Centro. 

People living near the station 
have complained about commuters 
leaving their cars across driveways 
in nearby side streets and it is hoped 
the extension to the car park could 
put an end to the problem. 

The cramped car park currently 
only has 73 spaces. Under the plans, 
it would be extended back towards 
Stella Road to allow for two new 
rows of spaces, 10 of which would be 
disabled access. 

Centro said the car park was reg¬ 
ularly full by 8am and the aim of the 
extension was to encourage more 
train travel and help put a stop to 
on-street parking. 

The company said it intended to 
start the work as soon as possible 
once consent had been granted. 

Consultation has launched with 
residents being asked to give their 
views on the scheme while the pub¬ 
lic will be able to see detailed plans 
at an exhibition on March 17. 

Tipton councillor Ian Jones said 
he had been calling for the car park 
to be extended for the last couple 
of years and he had regularly dealt 
with complaints about side streets 
being clogged up. 

Councillor Jones said: “I think 
the proposed investment will allevi¬ 
ate many of the issues that has been 
worrying residents. I’m very pleased 
that these proposals are being put 
forward. 

“The residents have complained 
about cars being parked around 
the streets surrounding the train 
station blocking off driveways and 
disabled drop kerbs. 

“Only last week I had a site visit 
with resident complaining about 
overflow of cars parking in the 
streets.”

Youngsters 
to embark 
on voyage 
of discovery 

PUPILS are to embark on a voyage 
of discovery when they receive ‘space’ 
seeds to grow. 

Students at Whiteheath Education 
Centre in Rowley Regis are to be given 
the seeds sent into space in Septem¬ 
ber - as part of a project launched by 
the Royal Horticultural Society and 
UK Space Agency. 

The seeds touched back down on 
Earth after spending several months 
in microgravity. They were flown up 
to the International Space Station on 
board Soyuz 44S. 

Whiteheath Eudcation Centre will 
be one of 10,000 schools to receive a 
packet of 100 seeds. 

It is part of an out-of-this-world sci¬ 
ence experiment aiming to get pupils 
thinking more about how human life 
could be preserved on another planet 
in the future. 

The project, called Rocket Sci¬ 
ence, was developed by the UK Space 
Agency to celebrate British ESA as¬ 
tronaut Tim Peake’s mission to the 
ISS, and to inspire young people to 
look into careers in science, technol¬ 
ogy, engineering and maths. 

Headteacher Rowena Challoner 
said: “Taking part in Rocket Science 
was the suggestion of science teacher, 
Rachel Kelly and it has turned out to 
be an exciting project for the whole 
centre. 

“This experiment is a fantastic way 
of teaching our pupils to think more 
scientifically and share their find¬ 
ings.”

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Continental 
market sets 
up again at 
town centre 

A CONTINENTAL market is return¬ 
ing to West Bromwich and has been 
hailed by councillors who say it will 
boost town centre trade. 

The four-day market will sell a wide 
range of European foods according to 
council chiefs. 

Sandwell Council’s markets service 
and Eventsandmarkets Ltd will run 
the market from Wednesday, April 6 
to Saturday 9.

It will help build on recent improve¬ 
ments to West Bromwich town centre 
including the addition of the New 
Square shopping complex, according 
to Councillor Gill - and also supports 
West Bromwich’s historic association 
with markets. 

She said: “I think this is a fantastic 
idea. I know the council has been in 
consultation and discussion with peo¬ 
ple to find out their views about mar¬ 
kets, so it’s good to see those being 
used. 

“Hopefully it will help to attract 
some new people to come to the town 
- that is what we need.” 

A variety of goods will be on sale 
including olives, nuts, speciality 
cheeses, Italian breads, a range of 
German foods and French pancakes. 

ice rink plans 
back on track 

DETAILED plans for an ice rink in 
West Bromwich are finally set to be 
sent to councillors in the next few 
weeks. 

The rink, to be built on the site of 
the derelict Queens Square car park, 
has been hit by a series of delays. 

Mike Petrouis, from Planet Ice, the 
firm behind the venture, said: “We 
have overcome one or two issues and 
are hopefully on the last bit. “It is cer¬ 
tainly now on track and I’m confident 
it is going to happen.” 

The rink was originally due to open 
in spring 2015. 

Last August, Sandwell Council 
leader Darren Cooper said unofficial 
proposals which had been sent for of¬ 
ficers to view had been tweaked and 
sent back to the developer to consider. 

Delays are due 
with roadworks 

DELAYS are expected on a main road 
next week when roadworks get un¬ 
derway. South Staffs Water will be re¬ 
pairing equipment valves on the A449 
near Wall Heath from next Friday. 
The work is set to last four days. 


'Dark web' drug 

TWO drug dealers who operated on the 
shadowy Silk Road website selling crack co¬ 
caine and meth have been jailed for a com¬ 
bined total of 10 years. 

Richard Hiley, of Oldbury, worked along¬ 
side Peter Ward, who was said to have been 
a huge figure on the so-called ‘dark web’ and 
went by the online name PlutoPete. 

Former customer Hiley had been commis¬ 
sioned by Ward to turn electronic currency 
bitcoins into cash. 

Bitcoin is a currency favoured among 
drug dealers as it bypasses banks and offers 
extra layers of anonymity in transactions. 
Richard Hiley Tim pair claimed they were running a

legitimate business selling legal highs. Of¬ 
ficers found class A and B drugs, numerous 
computers and thousands of Post Office re¬ 
ceipts with customer details. 

His computers revealed details of 5,235 
sales over two years. While most were legal 
sales, there were 54 involving Class A and 
B drugs. Ward had also been sending ‘care 
packages’ of drugs hidden on blotter paper 
into prisons. 

Hiley’s Oldbury house was raided in De¬ 
cember 2013 after Ward’s financial records 
revealed large transactions between the 
pair. Ward, 55, and Hiley pleaded guilty to 
13 charges relating to the possession, sup¬ 


ply and importation of Class A and B drugs. 
Hiley, 30, of Oakthorpe Gardens, also ad¬ 
mitted two charges of importing a prohib¬ 
ited weapon after he imported five stun 
guns ‘for personal protection’. 

Ward was jailed for five years and two 
months, while Hiley was given five years at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

Ian Glover, National Crime Agency 
Branch Commander, said: “Criminals and 
their customers like to think that dark web 
market places provide an anonymous haven. 

“The reality is that law enforcement 
works together internationally to identify 
and pursue these people.” 


Patients left in soiled 
bandages, says report 


A HEALTH watchdog has discov¬ 
ered that Sandwell Hospital patients 
have been left in soiled clothes and 
bandages. 

The critical report by Healthwatch 
Sandwell into practices at the hospital by 
highlighted a number of areas of concern. 

Hospital bosses have apologised to people 
whose care did not meet their expectations, but 
said improvements have been made since the 
inspection took place. 

The report found ‘failures to provide appro¬ 
priate nursing care, communications issues 
regarding patients and family, including end 
of life circumstances, and limitations in the 
complaints system’. 

Bosses urged Sandwell and West Birming¬ 
ham NHS Trust, which runs the hospital, to 
‘consider the culture leading to these failures’. 

However, they said ‘it would be unfair to rate 
SWBHT on this investigation without similar 
research to compare to other hospitals’. 

The report highlighted worrying situations, 
including patients being treated without dig¬ 
nity. 

Isolated 

“Respondents described how their relatives 
were left in soiled clothes and bandages, caus¬ 
ing distress for both,” it said. 

They also drew attention to ‘a patient who 
had had a severe stroke and was without 
speech was ignored and isolated’. 

The report also states: “A relative of a pa¬ 
tient who was dying had to keep asking staff 
for information. She stated, ‘they didn’t tell me 
anything.’ 

“This relative had assumed her husband was 
coming home, when in fact he was dying. She 
was never told this.” 

Healthwatch support officers visited the hos¬ 
pital in August 2015 and spoke to 33 people, 21 
of whom reported negative experiences. This 
was followed up with 11 people agreeing to be 
interviewed. 

Trust chief executive Toby Lewis said: “We 
are disappointed to hear about the concerns 
raised and would like to apologise to the indi¬ 
viduals whose care did not meet their expec¬ 
tations. 

“We note the very many positive views about 
care reflected in the report. We have no con¬ 
cerns about the safety of the care provided, but 
do want to work to improve the ways in which 
we involve carers in the care we offer.” 


Great War scene painting returns

A PAINTING depicting a Brierley 
Hill war hero rescuing a fallen sol¬ 
dier from the trenches has turned 
up unexpectedly more than two 
years after going missing. 

The oil painting of First World 
War soldier Sergeant William Jor¬ 
dan rescuing a wounded comrade 
in 1915 was left on the front steps 
of Cradley Library wrapped in a 
carrier bag. The iconic piece of 
Black Country history appeared 
out of the blue and was thought 


to be lost forever when it went 
missing, presumed to be stolen, in 
September 2013 and appeals for 
its return came to nothing. 

It was painted by artist Francis 
Gibbons, who lived in Wordsley 
and donated it to be hung in Brier- 
ley Hill council chamber in 1917. 
The picture was later moved to 
Brierley Hill’s old free library, in 
Moor Street, and remained there 
until the 1970s when it was moved 
to the new library in High Street. 


Sgt Jordan, of the South Staf¬ 
fordshire Regiment, who lived in 
Campbell Street, Brockmoor, died 
on the opening day of the Battle of 
Loos on September 25, 1915. 

Staff from Cradley Library 
were amazed when they arrived 
at work to see it waiting on the 
steps. The work was described as 
‘priceless and irreplaceable’ when 
it went missing by Brierley Hill 
Civic Society, who feared it may 
never be seen again.

Labour’s Jeremy Corbyn re¬ 
veals his West Midland roots - 
an area he fondly remembers.

HE is the firebrand veteran Labour 
backbencher who became the sur¬ 
prise Leader of the Opposition af¬ 
ter sweeping the party’s leadership 
contest by a landslide. 

But, surprisingly, the radical left wing¬ 
er’s roots can be traced back to a leafy 
fringe of the Black Country. 

The Labour leader’s parents worked in Staf¬ 
ford and he grew up in nearby Newport over 
the Shropshire border. 

It was here that he also developed a ‘great 
affection’ for the Black Country and its indus¬ 
tries. 

He has told how growing up in the region 
shaped him but how even at an early age his 
views found him at odds with his peers. 

In a candid interview with over a cup of tea 
in Willenhall, during a recent visit to the area, 
Mr Corbyn said: “Whilst I probably had polit¬ 
ical differences with just about everybody at 
various times I remember it all extremely well 
and enjoyably. 

Diversity 

“I absolutely do have an affection for the 
Black Country because the amazing history 
and diversity of it. 

“Different industries took place in different 
places. 

“The nail-makers, the lock-makers, the 
blast furnaces, and later the car industry, the 
aircraft industry and all that.” 

And he sees a bright future for the region. 

“I think the renaissance of the Black Coun¬ 
try in the sense of culture and art that has 


gone on has been incredible,” he said. 

“Also the way in which the centre of Bir¬ 
mingham has been transformed is fantastic.” 

Mr Corbyn also recalled that he was once 
in journalism himself, and at one time was a 
reporter on the Newport and Market Dray¬ 
ton Advertiser, part of the Chronicle’s parent 
group the Midland News Association. 

“I was briefly its chief reporter covering 
everything from crime, education to religious 


affairs,” he said with a smile. Although born in 
Wiltshire, Mr Corbyn moved with his family to 
Shropshire when he was seven years old. 

They lived in the seven-bedroom Yew Tree 
Manor in Pave Lane and Mr Corbyn attended 
the fee-paying Castle House School in Newport 
before attending Adams Grammar School. 

He fondly told of his father, David - who 
was an engineer for GEC, General Electric 
Company, the engineering firm specialising in 


heavy electrical equipment, based in Stafford 
- and his mother, Naomi, who taught in both 
Stafford and Wellington. 

He also revealed how his father was part of 
the founding group that set up the Blists Hill 
Museum at Madeley. 

“I grew up in Shropshire and then in life had 
the amazing experience of leaving Newport at 
the end of school and was a volunteer in Ja¬ 
maica and went there for two years and went 
around Latin America and so on,” he said. 

“I then came back and my first job was on 
a farm. 

“I have always been formed by this small 
town which was my entire world until I left 
it then went all around the world and end up 
with the job I am doing now. 

“What I liked about it was the sense of com¬ 
munity that there was there. 

“In a sense everyone is looking for a feeling 
of community and even in densely-populated 
urban areas there is still the search for a vil¬ 
lage belonging. 

Landscape 

“Village belonging can be a physical one, 
can be community one in terms of linguistic 
of ethnic community it can be lots of things. 
Shropshire is a wonderful county. 

“It’s the largest inland county and has that 
amazing diversity of landscape from the rel¬ 
ative flat part in North Shropshire and then 
Church Stretton and Ironbridge, the cradle of 
the Industrial Revolution. 

“Indeed my dad was one of the people who 
founded the Blists Hill Museum because he 
was very keen on industrial history and he 
worked at GEC in Stafford. 

“And my mum was a teacher firstly in Wel¬ 
lington and then in Stafford so I remember 
their anger when the Shrewsbury to Stafford 
railway line closed. 

“I have a real love of Shropshire and the 
Black Country and have many happy memo¬ 
ries from growing up here.”

A LEADING councillor has given glow¬ 
ing praise to a ceramic garden project 
in Sandwell.

bathroom actually. We’re encouraging all commu¬ 
nity groups to look at where they’re going to get 
money from because the council unfortunately 
doesn’t have it - the days of councils funding all 
sorts are behind us I’m afraid. 

“This is just a real inspiration, because if they can 
take their next step in opening to the public to sell 
their work, I actually think they’ll be flying, so as a 
councillor I’m encouraging them to do that.” 

The council-funded project has attracted the likes 
of Mayor of Sandwell Barbara Price, Councillor 
Susan Downing and ceramics artist Jon Williams, 
who will be contributing to the project.

That is how Tunisia terror vic¬ 
tim Adrian Evans’ sister described 
the news that Sandwell Council 
awards will be named after him.

Mr Evans was killed alongside 
his nephew Joel and father Patrick 
by Islamic State terrorist Seifeddine 
Rezgui in June. 

Paying tribute to Adrian, Suzy said: 
“I turned to him for everything - if I 
had any problems about anything he 
was my support. Especially with hav¬ 
ing two boys and being on my own, he 
really stepped up and helped with the 
boys. He was the best uncle anybody 
could have. It was overwhelming to 
see everybody there and was a lovely 
tribute. 

Launching 

“We just wanted Adrian to be re¬ 
membered and we thought a bench 
would be perfect.” 

Officially launching the Adrian 
Evans Apprenticeship Awards, the 
council’s neighbourhood services di¬ 
rector Adrian Scarrott said of his 
namesake: “Ade started out working 
with the council as an apprentice in 
1982. I know when we talked to him 
about it he had a real passion for ap¬ 
prenticeships and making sure young 
people had a strong start to their 
working life.” 

There will be three prizes as part 
of the Adrian Evans Apprenticeship 
Awards - for business, craft and an 
overall honour.Suzy said: “It’s fantas¬ 
tic, he would be so chuffed with that 
and quite humbled as well. 

“It shows how much he meant to 
the council as well and I’m hoping that 
the people who win the awards will be 


inspired to be somebody like Ade.” 
Customer services supervisor Michelle 
Dawes worked closely with Mr Evans 
for years at the authority. 

She said: “He had a very dry sense 
of humour and everybody wanted to 
work for him. I still feel the grief now, 


eight months on. I didn’t just know 
Ade but I knew Joel and Patrick as 
well. 

“I still can’t believe it - it’s left a big 
hole in everybody’s lives. We wanted 
his family to know how much he was 
loved.”

We can't rest until son's 
killer has been caught 


A DEVASTATED mother is 
pleading for anyone with an¬ 
swers to her son’s fatal hit- 
and-run to ‘do the right thing’ 
as the first anniversary of his 
death approaches. 

Adam Jones, aged 15, was killed 
in West Bromwich last March and 
no one has yet been caught. 

His mother Mandy Ruston says she 
will not be able to move on with her 
life until the person responsible for 
her son’s death comes forward. 

A huge police appeal was launched 
in the days following Adam’s death, 
including the release of images of the 
car involved. 

West Bromwich Albion even helped 
boost the appeal by showing the im¬ 
ages of the car to thousands on the big 
screen at The Hawthorns. 

Closure 

Almost a year on, the trail appears 
to have gone cold with the distraught 
family, from Friar Park, Wednesbury, 
no closer to the answers they crave. 

Mandy said her life had been put 
on hold and it had been impossible to 
move on with the killer still free. Nei¬ 
ther she nor her husband Mark have 
returned to work. 

She said: “It still feels raw, like it 
happened yesterday. There has been 
no closure at all. We are stuck in a rut 
at the moment. We don’t have a nor¬ 
mal life, we just know light and dark.” 

Adam was left to die after being hit 
by a Volkswagen Bora as he walked 
across the junction of Beacon View 
Road and Walsall Road with his bike 
on March 26. He had been on his way 
to tend to horses at San dwell Valley 
Country Park, where he was due to 
start an apprenticeship. 

The driver fled on foot and has never 
been traced. Mandy insists she will 
never give up hope and is determined 



that one day her son’s killer will stand 
in front of a judge. 

And she had a message for anyone 
who is sitting on vital information 
that could end their heartache: “Do 
the right thing. Stop protecting them; 
get them off the streets before he does 
this to someone else’s family.” 

Adam’s heartbroken grandmother 
Pearl Wolter, aged 63, said: “We are 



determined to see this person who is 
responsible for Adam’s death brought 
to justice. There are people out there 
covering up what he has done. Instead 
of coming forward they are going fur¬ 
ther back. They need to come forward 
to give our family some closure.” 

His sister Laura said: “We will carry 
on fighting until the person who did it 
is caught.”

Lock where first earth 
was dug for canal link 


IN 1766, exactly 250 years 
ago, a spade was thrust 
into the ground at Comp¬ 
ton, and construction 
of the Staffordshire & 
Worcestershire Canal be¬ 
gan. 

The Act of Parliament au¬ 
thorising this important link 
between the East coast via 
the River Trent, and the West 
coast via the River Severn, was 
passed on May 14, 1766, and 
work began soon after. 

The first earth was dug at 
Compton lock, on what is the 
highest level of the canal. 

The overall supervisor of the 
canal was James Brindley, who 
had built the Duke of Bridge¬ 
water’s canal in Lancashire, 
and was also constructing the 
Trent & Mersey Canal. 

Brindley was born in 1716, 
near Leek, and thus this year 
is the 300th anniversary of his

birth. The actual construction 
of the canal was given to one 
of Brindley’s pupil assistants, 
Thomas Dadford, who had 
been born near Stourton but 
was living in Wolverhampton 
at the time. 

He and his sons went on to 
become major canal engineers 
in their own right. 

The canal opened in 1772, 
as did the Birmingham Canal 
Navigations, which linked with 
it at Aldersley, rising through 
21 locks to the centre of the 
City and onwards throughout 
the Black Country and Bir¬ 
mingham. 

For the first time the coal 
and iron products of the re¬ 
gion could be exported in bulk 
throughout the country, and 


the world, and the industrial 
revolution was facilitated. 

The canal reached the River 
Severn at Stourport, and at its 
other end joined the Trent & 
Mersey Canal at Great Hey- 
wood. Soon afterwards the 
Shropshire Union Canal to the 
North West also linked with 
the Staffs & Worcs, at Auther- 
ley Junction, half a mile from 
Aldersley and an important 
waterways crossroads was cre¬ 
ated. 

The Tettenhall Transport 
Heritage Centre, which sits 
only yards from the canal is 
planning an exhibition to cel¬ 
ebrate the 250th anniversary 
and is seeking to borrow any 
related artefacts to add to its 
own small collection. 

Open every Sunday, the Her¬ 
itage Centre offers a free map 
for a self guided walk around 
the adjacent historic sites.

Mouse 
droppings 
takeaway 
is fined 


THE OWNER of a restaurant in the Black 
Country has been hit with a court bill of 
nearly £3,500 after hygiene inspectors found 
mouse droppings in the kitchen. 

Mr Raymond Man, owner of Po Wing on Harden 
Road, pleaded guilty to a breach of food and hygiene 
regulations at Walsall Magistrates Court. 


It came after inspectors 
found droppings in the 
kitchen of his takeaway. 
Man said that he had known 
of a rodent problem for a 
month prior to the inspec¬ 
tion last April and had been 
doing his best to keep it at 
bay, but knew very little 
about pest control. 

The court heard that the 
kitchen of Po Wing had a 
hole in the ceiling above the 
sink allowing rodents access 
and that mouse droppings 
had been found on shelving. 

Following the inspection, 
environmental health of¬ 
ficers forced the takeaway 
to close immediately and get 
the rodent problem under 
control. It reopened on April 
22, six days after the inspec¬ 
tion, with officers happy 
that sufficient measures 
had been taken to address 
the issue.

Kerry Munro said: “Officers 
noted that there was no pest 
control contract in the take¬ 
away during their inspec¬ 
tion. Mice spread diseases 
such as salmonella if they 
come into contact with food 
and all measures should be 
taken to prevent that from 
happening. 

Man told the court that 
he had little knowledge of 
pest control and had signed 
up to a pest control contract 
straight away after the in¬ 
spection. Man was fined 
£2,000, made to pay court 
costs of £1,337 and a victim 
surcharge of £120. Chief 
magistrate Shirley Bent¬ 
ley said: “We have heard 
everything that has been 
said in your defence and 
against you in court today 
and we will deal with this 
offence by way of a fine.”

A WEDNESBURY jeweller has 
urged people to trade in treasures 
they may have hidden away to take 
advantage of rising gold prices.

Grieving mother hopes lessons 
can be learned after Tunisia 


A GRIEVING mother who lost three 
members of her family in the Tunisia 
terror attacks said she hopes ‘lessons 
can be learned’ from their inquests. 

Suzy Richards, from Wednesbury, was 
speaking as a coroner revealed the inquests 
will not be completed until next year because 
there is so much work to do. 

She lost her son Joel 
Richards, aged 19, fa¬ 
ther Pat, 78, and brother 
Adrian Evans - who 
would have turned 50 last 
Tuesday - in the attack in 
Sousse last June. 

Happened 

At a pre-inquest hear¬ 
ing which took place 
in the Royal Courts of 
Justice in London on 
the Tuesday, families of 
those slain were told the 
inquests will not be com¬ 
pleted until next year. 
A total of 38 people were killed, 30 of those were 
British. 

Judge Nicholas Loraine-Smith, who has been 
appointed coroner, apologised for the date being 
moved. 

Mrs Richards later added: “We just hope the in¬ 
quest process can shed some light on exactly what 
happened so that my family and all the grieving 
families can begin to understand how their loved 
ones died and whether more could have been done 
to protect them. 

“Nothing can turn back the clock but it is impor¬ 
tant to us to find out if any lessons can be learned 
to try to prevent similar heartbreaking devastation 
in future.”

This Rockets into 
a league of its own 



Off me head-lamp son... revved up Rocket League action comes to Xbox One 


Don Quixote, 

Swan Theatre, 
Stratford-upon-Avon 

AN UTTERLY compelling perfor¬ 
mance by David Threlfall as the be¬ 
fuddled and bewildered old knight, 
mistaking windmills for monsters 
and flocks of sheep for armies, will no 
doubt bring the former Shameless star 
many deserved plaudits. 

His portrayal of the deluded penni¬ 
less Spanish nobleman with a hopeless 
devotion to chivalry is a masterclass in 
tragi-comedy. 

He launched his career at the Royal 
Shakespeare Company in 1980 as the 
tormented young Smike in Nicholas 
Nickleby, and returns 36 years later 
to play a man at the end of his life. 

Squinting from behind his strag¬ 
gling beard at a hostile world, his Don 


Quixote de la Mancha is clearly suffer¬ 
ing a form of dementia. Yet he finds 
a marvellous dignity in his devotion 
to his moral code, despite the many 
humiliations heaped upon him from 
violent angry shepherds, ungrateful 
freed slaves and a mocking duke and 
duchess. 

He has a fine partner in Rufus 
Hound as a portly padded Sancho 
Panza, the long-suffering peasant 
‘squire’ who attempts, but always 
fails, to keep his master out of trouble. 

The sight of the two of them perched 
upon their ramshackle steeds, plus 
the slapstick and in-jokes, brought to 
mind Monty Python. One did expect 
the Spanish Inquisition, which would 
not have been so surprising in 17th 
century Spain. 

Director Angus Jackson, a Brum¬ 


mie, has thrown everything but the 
kitchen sink (though there is a wash 
basin for a helmet) into this produc¬ 
tion: songs, puppets, stage fights and 
lots of comedy. 

There are some very witty lines by 
James Fenton, who has adapted the 
classic novel by Miguel De Cervantes, 
who was a contemporary of William 
Shakespeare. 

With a running time of just under 
three hours (including interval), 
maybe a couple of the songs could have 
been cut to make it a little more pacey. 

However, it seems harsh to criticise 
a production with a performance as 
outstanding as Thr elf all’s poignant 
Quixote. 

Don Quixote continues in repertoire 
at The Swan until May 21.

AAH, the Brecon Beacons. Vi¬ 
sions of beautiful barren moun¬ 
tains where only the most dedi¬ 
cated hikers and bikers go with 
their backpacks and hi-vis vests 
- right? Wrong! So wrong... 

Never have I been so impressed with one 
particular area and all it has to offer. The 
pretty towns - even in February; the friend¬ 
liness of people; and the stunning wildlife 
and scenery, even if you don’t make it to the 
top of one of those mountains which are a 
constant backdrop. 

Brecon Beacons Holiday Cottages was es¬ 
tablished 30 years ago by owner, Elizabeth 
Daniel who has grown the business and built 
a fantastic selection of unique properties for 
hire, be they barn conversions, stone cot¬ 
tages, manor houses, townhouses or quirky 
listed buildings. 

With an emphasis on providing as much 
local knowledge of the area they are obvi-

ously so proud of, the team are always on hand 
to offer any tips and advice about what is going 
on around them. There is also network of local 
businesses and services which can be used at a 
discount, via various vouchers available. 

We stayed at a stunning little cottage called 
the Counting House in the picturesque village 
of Talybont-on-Usk, with both the River Usk 
and the Monmouthshire and Brecon Canal run¬ 
ning through it. 

Built partly on stilts, the Counting House 
dates back to 1814 situated at the end of the 
Brynoer tramroad. It is therefore a grade II 
listed building, predominantly made of stone 
rubble, with a Welsh slate roof, and has various 
delightful features including gothic archways 
and upside down accommodation offering spec¬ 
tacular views over the canal and the Vale of Usk 
into the distance. 

It has just been renovated and offers mod 
cons you would expect from any cottage in any 


part of the country - just don’t expect the in¬ 
ternet and mobile phone service you are used 
to! My wife and I unwittingly shared these 
out. My phone could get texts and calls and 
she was able to log onto her email account! 

A first morning walk along the canal was 
just the ticket for getting some of that fine 
country air into our lungs, with a gentle un¬ 
winding session carried on in one of the fine 
hostelries Talybont had to offer. We plumped 
for the White Hart Inn. Truth be told, it was 
the nearest to our cottage, so not too far for 
us to stagger back afterwards! But the roar¬ 
ing open fire, lovely Rhymney’s ale and fine 
food certainly won us over. 

We had days out in Abergavenny and 
Brecon, each with their own attractions, and 
each with a stunning mountain as a backdrop 
- Sugar Loaf and Pen Y Fan, respectively. 

Abergavenny is steeped in ancient history 
and there is plenty to keep the enthusiast in¬ 
terested, but for me the Linda Vista Gardens, 
with its collection of all sorts of trees, was 


fascinating - the London Plane, never heard 
of it, but my goodness, it is an awesome sight. 

Brecon has real character and a military 
feel, across the years, with links to the Zulu 
Wars, among many others. The cathedral 
is truly imposing, both inside and out, and 
there is a lovely walk which takes you down 
to the water’s edge where the Honddu and 
Usk rivers meet. 

We also managed to take in Tretower Cas¬ 
tle and Court, which is a quirky stop-off and 
again something for the history enthusiast. 

We came away from our stay in Brecon 
Beacons realising that we had only scratched 
at the surface. A comfortable two-hour drive 
away, with something to offer the visitor 
across all seasons, one day we will make it to 
the top of one of those mountains and wonder 
at the beauty of one of Britain’s most unsung 
national parks. But when it’s a bit warmer!

Ibiza can 
prove to 
be a bit of 
a bargain

CLOSE your eyes and you could be driving a 
Volkswagen or an Audi ... or a Skoda, come 
to that. 

There’s the same slick precision about the way 
everything works; the result of sinking billions of eu¬ 
ros in development costs in budgets decided long 
before the VW Group’s recent woes raised their ex¬ 
pensive heads. 

Now open your eyes (best do it soon if the car is moving) 
and you’ll discover the badge reads SEAT, from the Spanish 
outpost of the world’s biggest - or second biggest - car 
maker. 

That means it’s supposed to slip into a VW Group port¬ 
folio where Audi equals posh, Volkswagen is solidly middle 
class, Skoda is all about value (not cheap prices any more) 
and SEAT has a touch of Latin zing. 

Take the car tested here. It’s the latest and mildly modi¬ 
fied version of the popular Ibiza, uniquely offered in cars of 
this size as a three-door hatch (the SC), a more practical 
five- door or the ST, for Sports Tourer, or what you and I call 
an estate. 

Prices start at precisely £10,000 and adding a couple of 
doors costs £450 but the boot space stays the same. Opt 
for the estate and it’s a slightly longer car with a much big¬ 
ger load area and a price hike of £1,150 over the three-door 
Ibiza. 

The refreshed range looks much the same as before, with 
only LED driving lights on dearer models and a new choice 
of colours and alloy wheels to give the game away. Inside, 
there’s a new steering wheel and new look dials and trim.

So, not much to talk about there, but the Ibiza always was 
a bit of a looker in a class where stodgy rules more strongly 
than smart. 

Rather more happens in the bits that matter most, from 
new steering to refreshed range of eight engines, starting 
with a 75 horsepower three-cylinder petrol unit and topping 
out with 192 when the new 146mph Cupra version arrives. 

No price for that yet, but the 1.2 litre CONNECT model 
on test costs £14,170 as a three-door SC. Diesels (with only 
a single 1.4 litre on offer in a class that is wildly tilted to¬ 
wards petrol) cost from £16,885 and come with a company 
tax efficient 95g/km rating and theoretical 78.5mpg average 
consumption. 

SEAT is pushing the connectivity of this latest Ibiza, mean¬ 
ing that if you choose the right model, or add an upgrade, 
you can turn your car into a version of your smartphone. In¬ 
deed, go for a CONNECT trim level and there’s a Samsung 
Galaxy A3 mobile phone as part of the package. 

The car will talk to Android or Apple operating systems, 
letting you talk to the world with safety and ease, or listen 
to your favourite music. It will, with a new SEAT CONNECT 
App, let you monitor your heartbeat, but best not check 
moments after that idiot pulled out in front of you without 
looking. 

The CONNECT version of this Ibiza revamp looks like the 
sweet spot of the range and comes pretty well loaded with 
kit. As well as the cleverness outlined above there is satellite 
navigation, DAB radio and a six speaker sound system with 
Bluetooth. 

A pair of 1.0 litre petrol engines are available, one with a 
turbo and more power. Next up is the four-cylinder 1.2 litre of 
the car you see here, with more than useful performance on 
a mix of country roads, where the 43mpg shown at journey’s 
end seemed about par for the course. 

And with every inch covered this latest, mildly tweaked 
Ibiza displayed the crispness in response from steering, 
clutch, gearchange and brakes that mark it out as a member 
of the VW Group family. 

Which makes it a bit of a bargain if you choose carefully.

Skoda continues to grow: Over recent years, 
the brand has fundamentally expanded and 
renewed its model range. Now, Skoda’s SUV 
range is being strengthened. 

With the Skoda Visions, the Czech car manufactur¬ 
er gives an insight into how Skoda’s future SUV de¬ 
sign language might look. The brand also presents its 
most important future technologies with the show car. 
The new Skoda Octavia vRS 4x4, the Skoda Octavia 
G-TEC with DSG transmission and the ScoutLine ver¬ 
sion of the Fabia Estate round off Skoda’s appear¬ 
ance at Lac Leman. 

The Skoda Visions incorporates the brand’s new design 
language, carrying it over into the SUV segment: the design 
is clearly influenced by Czech Cubism and the tradition of 
Bohemian crystal art. 

The lines are precise, sharp and clean-cut; the distinc¬ 
tive interplay of light and shadow on the contoured surfaces 
creates exciting effects, which are accentuated by the Is¬ 
land-Green color. 

With a 2.79-meter wheelbase, at 4.70 meters long, 1.91 
meters wide and 1.68 meters tall, the Skoda Visions makes 
a bold statement on the road. 

Highlight 

Based on the Volkswagen Group’s Modular Transverse 
Matrix (MQB), this is Skoda’s first vehicle to feature six seats 
across three rows. 

Another highlight of the concept vehicle is its plug-in hy¬ 
brid powertrain: with 165 kW (225 hp), the show car accel¬ 
erates from 0 to 100 km/h in 7.4 seconds with a top speed 
of almost 200 km/h. 1.9 litres of petrol is all the car needs 
to travel 100 km (45 grams C02 per kilometre). The Skoda 
VisionScan go up to 50 km on electric alone, and will travel 
up to 1000 km with both systems. 

The internal combustion engine is a 1.4 TSI with 115 kW 
(156 hp) and 250 Nm of torque. This works alongside an 
e-motor that provides 40 kW of 40 kW continuous power 
and 220 Nm peak torque. 

It is integrated into the six-speed DSG, which directs the 
power to the front wheels. A second electric motor with up to 
85 kW and 270 Nm of torque drives the rear axle. This works 
independently of the front axle drive, meaning the show car 
has a smart four-wheel drive, which requires no mechanical 
coupling. 

The three engines cooperate in a highly flexible manner: 
The driver of the Skoda Visions can choose between sever¬ 
al modes of operation - from purely electric drive to charge 
modes, always with the goal of maximum efficiency. The 
lithium-ion battery with a 12.4kWh capacity is positioned in 
front of the rear axle. 

Skoda has responded to the rapidly growing scope of in¬ 
formation and the passengers’ desire to communicate by 
introducing automotive digital networking (mobile sen/ices), 
providing large displays for optimum vehicle and infotain¬ 
ment services for all passengers, who can connect to the 
network several ways from each seat in the vehicle. 

Debut 

The Skoda Octavia vRS 4x4 will also be celebrating its 
debut at this year’s motor show: Skoda’s top-of-the-range 
Octavia is available as a saloon or estate with the 2.0 TDI 
engine with 135 kW (184 PS) and DSG transmission. With 
a drive unit, which is both sporty and safe, the Octavia vRS 
4x4 makes a strong partner for families, work and leisure. 
The car accelerates from O to 10O km/h in 7.6 seconds and 
reaches a top speed of 228 km/h. 

In NEDC, the model will manage 4.9 litre diesel per 100 
km; C02 equivalent of 129 grams per km (all values for se¬ 
dan). 

The Skoda Octavia G-TEC is particularly economical: It 
currently costs less than four euros in fuel to drive this model 
100 km. On request, Skoda can fit the natural-gas car with 
DSG transmission.

Latest XC90 
ticks all the 
boxes for its 
£60,000 tag

There are any number of reasons for choos¬ 
ing a car (budget nothwithstanding), from 
performance to luxury features and from 
space and practicality to economy. 

So, if you have £60,000 to spend - and it seems 
a surprising number of people have - then Volvo’s 
latest XC90 seems to tick all the boxes. 

It’s a spacious, luxuriously equipped seven seater and a 
technical tour de force, a showcase of things to come from 
Volvo which achieved record sales in 2015, and if the XC90 
is a taste of the future then rival premium brands need to 
look to their laurels as Volvo uses the platform and the tech¬ 
nology in other sectors of the executive express market. 

The previously-launched twin turbo diesel and super¬ 
charged and turbo’d petrol versions of the XC90 have won 
Volvo sales and industry accolades: the new flagship is a 
petrol-electric hybrid which uses its two forms of propulsion 
not only to be the range’s performance flagship (0 to 62mph 
in 5.7 seconds) but also to be economy king, saving thou¬ 
sands of pounds in tax, in particular for company car users. 

Volvo calls it a twin-engined car but it is almost a triple en¬ 
gine set-up: the starting point is a two litre, four cylinder pet¬ 
rol engine but it’s supercharged to boost low level response 
and turbocharged to add power and torque further up the 
rev range. Then there’s a powerful electric motor driving the 
rear wheels and supplementing performance. 

So, in total, you have up to 407bhp and a whopping 
640Nm of torque on tap when the two are working together. 
Hardly surprising this big car is so quick and responsive. 

Official 

The XC90 can, in theory, run for up to 27 miles on electric 
power alone, or it can be used in hybrid mode to assist the 
petrol engine’s performance. It has an official 134.5mpg fuel 
economy and ultra low 49g/km of C02 emissions. 

What you actually achieve will depend on driving style 
and journey type. You could accomplish an average com¬ 
muting trip without using any petrol at all, and therefore with 
zero emissions. Once the battery is flat and you’re running 
on petrol only, around 30mpg is likely (although that is by no 
means outrageous for a big, seven-seat SUV). 

You can choose between several modes, although the 
standard ‘hybrid’ switch position does perfectly well for 
most circumstances. In two of the options you get the full 
benefit of both propulsion systems - power, as it suggests, 
is for maximum performance while the All Wheel Drive posi¬ 
tion distributes the same power in a different way for maxi¬ 
mum traction when the going gets slippery. 

As with all hybrids, you do get some power back through 
a regenerative braking system as you’re travelling. But Vol¬ 
vo has taken this a step further with a new position on the 
eight-speed automatic transmission: in B for Brake the pow¬ 
er regeneration is optimised, while also adding extra braking 
effect through the electric motor if, for example, you’re on a 
steep downhill stretch or towing a trailer. 

While fuel efficiency is one thing, the area where hybrids 
come into their own is in wallet efficiency. For a start, you get 
£2,500 from the government just for buying one. Then there 
is lower road tax but the big winner is in terms of company 
car tax: for example in 2016/17 an XC90 hybrid driver will 
pay £1,691 while the driver of a similar, conventionally pow¬ 
ered SUV will be stumping up more than £7,000. 

The XC90’s interior befits the car’s premium status and 
price tag, and unusually that applies no matter where you sit 
inside it - rear or front. There are, of course, all the airbags 
and electronic safety aids you’d expect, but there are some 
new ones. Two are more world firsts for Volvo - ‘run off road 
protection’ and auto brake at junctions. The City Safe fea¬ 
ture includes pedestrian and cyclist detection capability with 
fully automatic braking if necessary. 

The luxurious, leather and chrome clad interior is matched 
by the smooth power delivery thanks to the matching of the 
two propulsion systems and smooth eight-speed transmis¬ 
sion. Ride quality is good and noise levels low. 

The centre console is dominated by a colour touch screen 
control system, with connectivity. The XC90 comes in three 
trim levels and all are seven-seaters, with leather uphol¬ 
stery, the full range of safety systems, active LED headlights 
(which follow steering cues), a power-operated, hands-free 
tailgate, and two-zone climate control. 

This flagship model’s price is £64,250 (before the £2,500 
grant) which is £14,000 more than the conventional diesel 
and £10,000 more than the petrol-only. But, to put that in 
context, you have to factor in the hybrid’s tax-saving for 
company car drivers and that it has a significantly lower 
price tag than some of its more conventional competitors. 

The standard diesel and petrol XC90s have, deservedly, 
won widespread acclaim but the hybrid is undoubtedly a 
major step forward - an example of how automotive technol¬ 
ogy is achieving greater efficiency without loss of driveability 
or comfort.

Refreshed 
and new 
model in 
i20 range

Hyundai’s popular i20 hatchback has been 
refreshed for 2016 with a downsized petrol 
engine and a new model in the range. 

Forget those fancy European brands you think 
you know; when it comes to making a solid private 
purchase, the Hyundai i20 is about as sensible as 
you can be - and that’s a good thing. Smart, well- 
equipped, good value and offering a slick driving 
experience, it’s hard to fault, but that hasn’t stopped 
Hyundai giving the i20 an update for 2016. 

Most importantly, it’s now available with a brand-new 
three-cylinder turbocharged petrol engine, in two power out¬ 
puts with impressive claims for fuel consumption and perfor¬ 
mance. Equipment upgrades have been made across the 
range while there’s a whole new model too; the i20 Active is 
designed to be a compact crossover, with a 20mm increase 
in ride height, unique bumpers, roof rails and a rear spoiler. 

The standard i20 is a neat and inoffensive piece of design, 
but in the new Active form, there’s a little bit more going on. 
The extra detail in the front bumper gives the front end some 
additional presence, as does the increased ride height. It’s 
not as distinct from its conventional sibling as some rival 
offerings, but it will snare some buyers that find the regular 
five-door too conventional. 

Hyundai’s image has also come a remarkable way in a 
matter of years. Its badge carries as much weight as many 
European rivals and in cars like the i20 and Santa Fe, it is 
producing cars with distinction. 

Comfortable 

There’s no sheet metal changes for 2016, so the i20 
keeps its exterior and interior dimensions. Those seated up 
front should find it easy to get comfortable. Although the 
seats aren’t huge, they offer useful support and the low-set 
dashboard means the view out is good. In the rear, it’s a 
little tighter for space with headroom at a premium for those 
near six feet tall, but legroom is good for the class as is the 
boot space. 

While the Active model has suspension raised by 20mm, 
its effect on the i20’s behaviour is minimal. The ride quality is 
good on the vast majority of surfaces, with only particularly 
poor surfaces creating significant intrusion into the cabin. 
On the flip side, the handling is safe and secure if unremark¬ 
able, but the steering is light and accurate plus the raised 
ride height doesn’t make the i20 Active suddenly heel over 
in corners. 

What really marks out the 2016 i20 however is that new 
powerplant. Three-cylinder turbo engines used to be the 
preserve of Japanese Kei cars but this Hyundai offering is 
a gem. The on-paper performance might seem modest, but 
this belies how perky it feels. It will rev quite happily with¬ 
out significant engine noise, but better still is the generous 
torque which allows you to be lazy with the gearshifts and 
still make good progress. Despite that, the official figures 
are impressive with 58.9mpg combined and 1 lOg/km of 
C02, while the 120PS version feels no quicker on the road. 

Go for the i20 Active model and you get 17-inch alloy 
wheels, LED daytime running lights, DAB radio and rear 
parking sensors for your £15,225, and this comes with the 
100PS 1.0-litre turbo engine only. The regular i20 starts at 
£10,995 for the S model and even this comes with electrical¬ 
ly adjusted and heated door mirrors, height adjustable driv¬ 
er’s seat, reach and rake adjustable steering wheel and an 
MP3-compatible stereo with USB and auxiliary inputs. The 
top-spec Premium Nav SE with the top diesel engine is only 
£17,700, so the i20 is impressive value across the range. 

If the i20 Active is big enough to suit your lifestyle then it 
makes an exceptionally strong case as a private purchase. 
It’s excellent value for money whatever specification you 
choose, while the Active model not only combines the best 
engine choice but also adds in a little more ruggedness. It’s 
an ideal first car while older folk will find the raised driving 
position a useful boon too. There are more sparkling drives 
in the class but for many drivers this is of lesser importance 
than value and equipment. 

This car summed up in a single word: Surprising 
If this car was a: movie, you’d be impressed beyond your 
expectations, but also tempted to keep it a secret.

50-year anniversary of 
golden great's signing 


FIFTY years ago, Wolves acquired the 
services of the man who I believe to be 
the club’s greatest captain I have seen 
in action. 

I must admit that I am biased on two counts. 
Firstly, I only saw my first Wolves match in 
1965; secondly I collaborated with Mike Bailey 
in the writing of his story, ‘The Valley Wander¬ 
er’. Here is how a true Wolves great started his 
decade at Molineux. 

Somewhat unexpectedly, in late February 1966, 
Charlton boss Bob Stokoe called Bailey into his office, 
told him of Wolves’ interest and asked if he would like 
to go to Molineux and talk with them. 

Experience 

His first experience of playing at Molineux had 
come the previous November when he featured in the 
Charlton team that drew 2-2. He already knew Ernie 
Hunt, who had joined Wolves a few months earlier, 
from sharing a room with him on England under-23 
duty. 

Before the match, Bailey knocked on the Molineux 
dressing room door to say hello to him. Hunt called 
him in and asked him to sit down, saying, “I like it 
here, you would too.” 

Bailey was also aware that Wolves boss Ronnie 
Allen, who he knew from his time at Crystal Palace, 
was interested in him. 

Bailey himself recalled: “Ronnie Allen, who was 
manager at the time, chipped in by saying, ‘How 
would you like to play with these lads?’ My reply was 
‘great’ but I thought Allen was just pulling my leg and 
I forgot about it.” 


SPORTING MEMORIES

Former Chronicle editor and keen Wolves fan Steve 
Gordos remembers that November match. 

“My first proper glimpse of this all-action man was 
when he figured in a Charlton side playing against a 
newly-relegated Wolves in a Second Division clash at 
Molineux which ended 2-2,” he said. 

“Wolves led at half-time after Hughie Mcllmoyle 
broke the deadlock, but Bailey was very much in evi¬ 
dence when he burst through to equalise. 

“Ron Saunders - yes that Ron Saunders - missed 
a penalty but then put the Londoners ahead before 
Wolves levelled within two minutes thanks to a neat 
header from Ernie Hunt.” 

What really impressed Bailey was the Molineux 
crowd. He recalls how they really got behind the 
team. The atmosphere was friendly but electric and 
he knew he wanted to play in games like this every 
week. 

It was at the end of February 1966 when Wolves 
and Charlton agreed terms for Bailey’s transfer. 


Wolves were playing Derby at the Baseball Ground 
and while the spoils were being shared, Bailey was 
helping Charlton to a 2-1 win at Leyton Orient - it 
proved to be his last game for the Addicks. 

Two days later, Monday February 28, the England 
international - Bailey won two caps against the US 
and Wales - was at Molineux and liked what he saw, 
agreeing to join Wolves for a fee of £40,000. A day 
earlier he had celebrated his 24th birthday and would 
prove to be an inspirational figure at Molineux. 

Having had a look around and spoken with chair¬ 
man John Ireland and boss Allen, Bailey was im¬ 
pressed, but really wanted some time to discuss 
things with his wife Barbara. 

“She was working in London, had never been to 
the Midlands and would be away from her family, so 
it was a big decision for her as well,” Bailey recalls. 

Formalities 

“The deal was completed in the shortest possible 
time for I left London at 12 o’clock and was back at 
six having spent no more than half an hour complet¬ 
ing the formalities at Molineux. 

“I was sad to leave Charlton and I am always made 
very welcome at The Valley.” 

Within a period of a little over 12 months Bailey 
had succeeded the great Ron Flowers as captain and 
led Wolves back to Division One. In May 1967 he was 
named Evening Mail West Midlands Footballer of the 
Year. 

As ‘The Valley Wanderer’ charts, Bailey was the 
talismanic leader who guided Wolves to their best top 
flight finish to date, a first major trophy in 14 years 
and numerous European adventures.

Probing 

Darren Fletcher was superb in the first half, 
single-handedly getting Mata sent off, with slight 
of feet rather than card-waving histrionics.

Pulis admitted that Mata’s second yellow card 
was a bit harsh and things would have been dif¬ 
ferent had he stayed on the pitch, because the 
little Spaniard was United’s brightest spark up 
until then.
